The above aura appeal's on the Cana- 
dian estimates for railway construction 
in British Columbia. It is $100,000 
more than has apiieared in .the same 
estimates for the same purpose for 
three years past; but it is about §3,000,- 
000 less than the Local Government, 
the Standard and Mr. DeCosmos have 
led people hero to expect would bo 
•voted this year. In saying this we do 
not intend to cavil at the amount. 
Small as it is it may be all the Cana- 
dian Government can spare from tho 
exchequer during 1879, and. should it 
be expended in makiny a commencement 
of the line Komeii'Iieiv (not wasted in 
further surveys) people generally ought 
not to be disposed to grumble. In tlio 
altered state of the Canadian fiaances 
it is impossible that tho original com- 
pact can be kept; and the sooner tho 
Local Govornment awake to a cou- 
sciou.sneH.s that tho Caknauvon Terms 
are incapable of fulfilment for the same 
i- reason, iand-repeal their foolish seces- 
sion resolutions of last session tho bet- 
ter will it bo for the peace and pros- 
perity of thecountry. Tlie "Carnakvox 
Terms or Separation " lias ever been the 
demand of the Government organ. Eead 
its column or so of gush of yesterday 
morning and^see.'iwliat a modicum of 
those terms 'it is willing to accept. 
"Drowning men catch at straws." 'I'he 
Govornment and tlio Standard have at 
last discovered that in vociferating for 
impossibilities they have been making 
fools of thenisolvcn. No doubt they 
are by this time heartily, ashamed of 
themselves and of their battle-cry. Six 
liundred thousand dollars (nothing said 
about where it is to bo .spent, either!) 
is the straw at which the ■ Local Gov- 
ernment grasp to save them from 
drowning. It only remains now for 
them to eat their secession twaddle 
aud resolutions — as many other foolish 
men before them liave "'eaten the 
leek" — and fall into Hue with tho par- 
ty of union and moderation. Whether 
the railway news i.s "encour.aging" or 
not, depends entirely on tho stand- 
point from which a man may regard it. 

esquFmalt. 



It is somewhat surprising that, not- 
withstanding the slavish support ac- 
corded the Governmentby the members 
for Esquimalt,: neither of those astute 
legislators has ' been successful in ob- 
taining the police protection for the 
district they were elected to represent. 
Under such a condition of aflairs it re- 
mains for The Colonist to submit to 
Mr. Walkeji and his colleagues the 
claims of the headquarters of the 
Pacific squadron and to point out the 
necessity of placing on tho estimates, 
which are shortly to be brought down, 
the salary of at least one police oflicer. 
In the fir.st place it must be admitted 
that it is highly desirable, if the Pro- 
vince desires to reap the benefits 
cruing from the presence of men-at-war 
at Esquimalt, that a constable be ap- 
pointed to assist and co-operate with 
the naval authorities in the prevention 
of desertion. But whilst this would 
doubtless form one of the princip.al 
duties of that oflicer, it would be 
found that hissemces would be brought 
into 'frequent requisition in preserving 
orider' arifl' decorum amongst seamen 
and marines, who, when on shore, are 
wont to frequent tho saloons in tho 
town and vicinity of Esquimalt. Of 
these establishments there are no less 
than a dozen, and the predoliction for 
beer and other intoxicating liquor 
is somewhat peculiar to "jolly tars." 
The presence of a constable would also 
prove instrumental in tlic prevention of 
the sale of liquor to Indians, an illicit 
traffic, the existence of which the Gov- 
ernme^ cannot be ignorant of, for it 
is a notorious fact that drunkenness 
prevails extensively in tho Indian 
village adjacent to Esquimalt. Tlie 
neglect of the Govornment to appoint 
, .an ofEcer to carry out the Indian 
t'-Liquor Ordinance is unjiardonable 
when the fact is taken into considera- 
tion that the Imperial authorities keep 
a man-of-war stationed at Esquimalt 
ftfparticularly to aid when necessary in 
'■•'enforcing the provisions of that law, 
for is it likely, with the existing in- 
difference on the part of the local Gov- 
ernment, that tho Admiralty or any 
Commander-in-Chief will prefer Esqui- 
..majt as a resort for Her jMajcsty's 
shipsY^-Kegarding tho matter, too, from 
a commercial or pecuniary standpoint 
it is assuredly a short-sighted policy to 
fail to offer every inducement to secure 
tho presence of men-of-wav, for by such 
a course the stimulus which would oth- 
erwise be given to the trade of the 
town and district must bo diverted to 
other channels and the rolls of .$20 gold 
pieces which the junior member for 
Esquimalt asserted in the House 
recently are wont to flow from Esqui- 
malt must necessarily cease to circulate. 
But Esquimalt has yet another claim 
on the Govornment for the services of 
a constable. The harbor is the resort 

• qf numerous steamers which bring 
passengers, amongst whom there are 
not unfrequently loose characters on 
whom the vigilant eye of the la^t' .should 
be kept. At pro.sent, however, it is no 
one's business to watch tlieni, and for 
months past they have been landed and 
permitted to roam and loaf about the 
town without let or hindrance. This, 
of course, is not as it should be, but 
tho Government, feeling assured of the 
support under any circumstances of the 
members for Esquimalt, sufTer this in- 
justice, along with rotten culverts and 
tumbled down bridges, to cxi.^t. There 
are many other irregularities in the 
district which are permitted to pass 
unheeded and unchecked, but which 
may at any moment remind the Gov- 
ernment of their duty — tliat of placing 

• on the estimates the salary of at least 



one constable for the headquarters of 
tho squadron in the North Pacific, and 
repairing the culverts and bridges 
which so much need attention through- 
out, the district 



THE BRlTISn FLEET RETIRES.

Gallagher. I acknowledged that I 
ofl'ored him a thousand dollars i^.reaifirJi, 
but any one who knows "hihi and un- 
derstands the moaning of words must 
acknowledge that the oflcr is no evi- 
dence of bribery. According to 
Walker and Webster "a bribe is a gift 
given to corrupt.". The money I offer- 
ed to give him;was an offering for the 
public good. I was ambitious and 
wished to rid tlie country of such a 
representative. His incompetence is 
not my only excuse. I had other 
reasons for wishing to sec voun 
FRIEND out of the House. In Koot- 
enay ho pretended to bo a Fenian 
and "bilked" the boys. Galbraith is an 
avowed Orangeman; himself and his 
brother tried to get up an Orange 
lodge on Joseph's prairie. The alli- 
ance between Gallagher and Galbraith 
reminded me of the d — -1 making holy 
water, and I resolved to break up that 
holy contract, but failed. That is the 
truth,':ah(l p'tttTe ^vitnesses to prove it, 
and their' word is above suspicion. 

There is another fact connected with 
Gallagher and bis proceedings in Koot- 
enay which I reserve for future consid- 
eration. He is YOUR FRIEND aiul Gal- 
braith is your pet. I wish you joy of 
the pair. 

And, now, with reference, to the 
stD,fcemont you made in the House con- 
cerning myself I say in the words of 
Mai-mion: 

■'And l( tliou s.iid.st that I'm not poor 
To Miy lord in Scotland hero, 
Lowland or IIi",'lil.nnl, far or near, 
Good k'inncr thou lia.st i.iKi), 
And I defy joii."

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 p.m. 
suri'LY. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven moved that on Mon- 
day next the Houso resolve itself into a 
committee of aupply. Cai-ried. 

CONSTITUTIOir AJrENDMENT BILL. 

In committeo — Clause 1. — Debate on 
Mr. Wilson's uniuiiJmoiit to tlio niiioiid- 
ment taking one lueniber from Yale dis- 
trict and giving it to New Westminster. 

Hon. llr. W^Ukem said the Government 
wero'not in favor of depriving Yalo of a 
member. 

Mr.' Williams said 'he_ would vote for 
the amendment and thought other mem- 
bei-s would buck him up and pass it with- 
out the aid of the Attorney-Gener.d and 
Government. 

Mr. W.' M. Brown said ho thought lion, 
gontlemon would do well to withdraw 
their amendments for they , were like 
children playing with edged tools. Ho 
would support the bill as it stood. 

Mr. Mara said Yule had been seriously 
attacked and it was on this ground tliat 
he thought he ought to take an active 
part in the debate. Ho had never and 
could never agree to the disfrancliisoment 
of Kootenay which was a largo district 
and had in the past contributed largely 
to the revenue of the country. Besides 
which it was at prusciit an eutonsivc 
grazing country anil plenty of gold bear- 
ing quartz was known to exist there. Yale 
had since confederation slowly increased 
in wealth and populatioUj the votei-s' list 
now being 443 as comi)ared with 50 at 
confederation. The number of voters 
would bo increased 2i"3 per cent, if the 
farmers would conie forward and have 
their names put on tlui voters' list. The 
quotations road by Mr. Wilson yesterday 
he conaidorodmoBt -.unfair, and to prove 
this the hon.' gentleman proceeded to read 
a portion of Mr. Marcus Smith's report 
for 1877 in which ho Rays lliat that dis- 
trict comprises some of the fairest por- 
tions of British Cokuubia, but the mem- 
ber for Victoria city had intentionally 
omitted such passages and endeavored to 
mislead the House. Yale would increase 
rapidly if the mines in Cariboo should 
turn out successfully, for the district was 
really dependent, to a certain extent, on 
them. In spite of Yale iiiiving so ad- 
vanced the member for AHctoria city 
wanted to take a member from that dis- 
trict, but he nv[v,. M.) would bo just as 
mu^ justified in wantingTto^take::away a 
memtef from Cariboo because "the mines 
there ivero not paying as well as former- 
ly. He did not, however, wish to bo so 
unpatriotic and ho hoped that lion, gen- 
tleman would for the future refrain from 
endeavoring to run down districts in the 
eyes of tho country and also in the east- 
ern provinces. Yale had idiriijat '/stopped 
the importation of foreign cattle and was 
also a very lai-go wheat growing district, 
perhaps larger than the whole of the is- 
land put together and he would repeat 
that he hoped for the future members 
would refrain from trying to injure the 
country in the eyes of the world and 
strive instead to raise it. (Applause.) 

Ml". Abrams said that the object of his 
bill was to confirm the bill passed last 
session, but as amendments had been 
brought in ho would sujiport that intro- 
duced by tho member for Victoria City. 

Mr. McHmoyl spoke in favor of allow- 
ing Kootenay a seat on tlie floor of tlio 
House. As far as Yale was concerned as 
a corn growing country lie would say that 
3,000,0001bs. of corn had been raised in 
Saanich last year and as lion, gentlemen 
chose to support their districts at the ex- 
pense of others ho would ■ vote for tho 
amendment introduced by the member 
for Victoria City. 

Hon. Mr. Beavcn said all that was 
proposed to bo done this session was to 
rectify an error which had crept into last 
session's Constitution Bill and by no 
means to change the representation of 
any other districts.' ;Tho provisions made 
by the present bill were all that were re- 
quired by the country and ho felt bound 
to oppose the amendment introduced by 
Mr.- Wilson. 

Pr. Asli said he tliouglit it would be a 
great injustice to deprive Kootenay of 
both its members, as it was a district far 
removed from other portions of the Pro- 
vince and should be represented by one 
member at least. He would not join 
with the members for Victoria City in 
running down the country. (Hear, hoar.) 
They seemed to think that Victoria com- 
posed the entire Province and that all 
other districts wers worthless. (Hoar, 
hear.) He had boon looking at tho 
Speaker's decision on Mr. Vernon's bill 
and from it could come to but one conclu- 
sion, namely, that the bill at present un- 
doF' discussion was a Government bill and 
if tieijr-M in voting for 

thS aniehament then it would he a de- 
feat f6r the Government on a most vital 
question. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Walkem said it would not be a 
defeat for the Govomment but for tho 
Opposition, who had fallen into their own 

trap- . -I , 

Mr. Smithe said that lie- quite ^agreed 
with, the stand taken by the member for 
Comox, and if the Government were de- 
feated they would have to follow consti- 
tutional practice, Tlie Onpofiition Imd 
had no Wisli to defeat the Qovevnniortt on 
this question, but the Government had 
laid a trap and if through their own sup- 
porters they should fall into it thomselvea 
they would have to accept tho position. At 
tjio last election and when the Constitu- 
tion Bill was introduced by tho late Gov- 
ernment this question of depriving Cow- 
ichan of a member was never mooted and 
now this (Mr. Wilson's) amendment has 
been introduced as a blufl'and side issue. 
The member for Yalo had gained his ob- 
ject—shown the Government what they 
should do. He Kwas fc satisfied and he 
(Mr. S.) believed"' Jifv^WM his intention 
to ask the permission pf :,iJio, Houso to 
withdraw his amendmentyiv,espem as 
tho Opposition had no wish to'see the 
Government voting one way and their 
.supporters another. (Hear, hear.) 

Jvir. Wilson said ho would object as ho 
\yished a vote taken. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said he. had not the 
slightest fear of a, defeat. This was an 
open question and members could vote as 
they pleased. 

Hon. Mr, Humphreys said the voters 
of Yalo district had some reason to pray 
for protection from their ropresontives. 



Ho most particularly refenvd to Mr. 
Venion, who had certainly mistaken his 
vocation. He had no wish to follow the 
rule of the schoolmaster ui Sam Slick and 
lick reason into him [TMr.' Venion — You 
have no reason to lick into anybody (hear, 
and laughter], but ho thought the lion, 
gentleman should descend from liia high 
position and come to his proper position, 
that of ah ass. He congratulated him on 
his asinine qualities. ("Oh !" and "chair.") 
Mr. Smithe said it was very well for tlie 
last speaker to say that the Govomment 
could not help what their supporters 
mi.ijht do and that it was criminal on tho 
part of the senior member for Yale to al- 
low his colleague to bring in his amend- 
ment, but why should one be criminal and 
the other notil The senior member for 
Yale, it had been well-known, alwaj's 
objected to Kootenay being entirely dis- 
franchised. Tho Government had, dur- 
ing the session, she™ that they did not 
intend to take the responsibility of intro- 
ducing any important measure, but in- 
variably had either submitted them to a 
select committee or given them into tho 
charge of a private member. They shirk- 
ed their duty, but he would call tho at- 
tention of tho leader of the Government 
to this, that just so long as he could con- 
trol the House was ho entitled to occupy 
his position and if he could not influence 
his supporters sufliciently to induce them 
to vote upon a vital question like tho 
present,. so as not to leave the ministry in 
a minon^;'' he would sacrifice: all claim to 
the position of Premier by virtue of his 
loading tho Houso on questions of public 
policy. It did not require tho Provincial 
Secretary to toll the committeo that tho 
Government could not help themselves. 
It had long been apparent that the Gov- 
ernment, instead of guiding, wore glad to 
follow where the moinbo*a . for -i^etoria 
led, and they always led^iii' tha direc- 
tion of killing, if possible, tlie agricul- 
tural interests' of the ' countxy, (Hear, 
hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho Govern- 
mont, immediately they lost the confi- 
dence of the House, would abdicate their 
powers, but iii this case .rtheyif-woiild- not 
as the question was an open oiio. 

Mr. Vernon said it appeared very 
strange to him that the three monibers of 
the Government should vote against their 
supporters and with the Opposition and 
theii, in the event of there being in a 
minority, not consider it a defeat of the 

G overninent.jisJHe 14"^^ of 
"Todd," but it could not ho' denied that 
tlie bill before tho Houso was a Coverii- 
mont measure, introduced aa it was with 
the sanction and approval of the Govern- 
ment. If tho amendment was carried 
against tho strongest opposition of the 
Government it could not but bo consider- 
ed a Government defeat even though it 
was brought about unintentionally by 
their own supporters. Yalo had now 443 
voters and that number would be increas- 
ed to six or seven hundred wore persons 
fully alive to tho necessity of registering 
their votes, and Jio folt confident there 
were twelve or fifteen hundred persons 
residing in Yale district without estimat- 
ing the women and children. By refer- 
ence to the mining report from the Pro- 
vincial Secretary's otlice for 1877 and 
1878 it would be seen that there were ac- 
tually more white persons mining on 
Cherry Creek in Okanagan district than 
there wore in all Kootenay. With respect to 
Kootenay he had brought forward his 
me.isure to disfranchise that district from 
no party feeling, but because ho believed 
public opinion was in favor of that course 
being pursued, and because he was in- 
formed on undoubted." authority^;. that a 
great portion of the inhahitaints of Koot- 
enay were themselves desirous of being 
disfranchised and had their names re- 
moved from the voters list with tliat ob- 
ject in view. From 45 or 50 the list was 
reduced to 15 or thereabouts. He did 
not intend to dwell upon the, coarse 
language of ilie'Prpyindal'S^^^ but 
he' believed that he was at' times' carried 
away and forgot himself making uso of 
language that in his cooler moments ho 
would not do outside of this House. 
(Hear, hoar.) The animus exhibited by 
members from the Island would only em- 
bitter the feeling between Island and 
Mainland and lead the pcoi)le of the lat- 
ter to agitate the question of separation 
from the Island. It could not bo douied 
that if the measure was defeated against 
the votes and wishes of the Governmont, 
it showed the Governmont had no longer 
the control of the House and were virtu- 
ally defeated. Ho had introduced the 
measure, as he had before stated, because 
ho believed it to bo in accord with public 
opinion and witli the wishes of a number 
of tho people in Kootenay, but was quite 
willing to withdraw his amendment if the 
hon. member for Victoria oily.-fi'iirould 
withdraw his and let tho inatter 'rest. 
(Hear, lioar.) 

i\Ir, Wilson was willing to witiulraw h\H 
amendment if tho Houso were willing, 

The committeo then rose and reported. 

DLSrATClIES. 

Mr. Asli asked whether the Govern- 
ment had received any telcgmphic or 
other dispatches from the Imperial or 

Dominion Governments ? 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said no dispatches 
had been received by either tho Govern- 
ment or IVIr. Speaker. He would like to 
know when the committee on tlio sup- 
pressed dispatch would hand in a report, 
as ho understood the chairman liad receiv- 
ed somo telegram about it. 

Mr. Ash said tho committee would 
hand in a report as soon as possible. The 
telegram received had roforonce to a dis- 
patch of 1878. 

JIAHKIAOE LIUENSES. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem asked that the 
standing orders be suspended so that lie 
might introduce a bill authorizing the 
Lieut. -Governor to execute marriage 
licenses. There wore sovenil impatient 
couples in the Province who desired to 
become unitedin the bonds of matrimony 
and he hoped the House would riot stand 
in their way (laughter). 

Mr. A.sli suggested that the standing 
ovdoi'H bo suspended and that tlie bill bo 
forth^vith passed (hear). 

The bill then passed its first and second 
readings and was committed, Mr, Fiuibury 

Hoh^ Mr. Walkeih eixplairied that tho 
bill was a transcript of the Ontario Act. 

The bill passed through committeo with- 
out amendments, was reported complete 
and read a third time. 

E.MrENDITUIlE. 

The Finance Minister laid before the 
House a return of exptinditurc on roads, 
streets, bridges and wharves. Referred 
to Printing Committee. 

bUMASS DYKINO lilLL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved the second 
reading of this bill, which exempts Indian 
lands from the provisions of the Sumas 
Dyking Act, 1878. 

Tho bill w.as road a second tinic, com- 
mitted with Mr. Helgoaqn in the chair, 
and reported complete without ain«nd- 
ment. 

The House then adjourned till Thurs-, 
day at 2 p. m. -

Boyal SospitaL 

Tlie regular annual meeting of the sub- 
scribers to the Royal Hospital was held 
yesterday afternoon at the Court-house, 
Bastion street. About 20 subscriboi-s 
were present. On motion Mr. Drake was 
voted to the chair. The minvites of the 
last annual meeting having beeii read and 
confirmed, the hon. Secretary, Mr. H. L. 
Jones, proceeded to read the reports of 
tho retiring Directois and the visiting 
suigeon. 

Tho Directors' report states that the 
Hospital has been conducted with ofli- 
cioncy and economy, although the num- 
ber of patients has severely strained tho 
accommodation. Tho want of a female 
ward and nurse is greatly felt. Tho Gov- 
omment having declined to paj- over the 
sum voted for a fever ward it was sug- 
gested that a special fund be raised for the 
purpose by tho public. The financial 
position of the Hospital is good; tho 
amount received from pay patients has 
increased, but there is a falling oft" in sub- 
scriptions and donations. Tho Board owe 
nothing and have §1028 28 on hand. The 
approach to the Hospital was partly grad- 
ed by the city and left unfinished, so the 
Directors propose to purclioso ail adjoining 
lot to'j^ppeijei&j^'imd^^ -the ac- 

cess of the sick arid'injuired. Repairs to 
tho roof will bo made. A new surgery 
has been built. Through the exertions 
of Mrs. H. P. Wright, a now haruioniuni 
has been placed in tho hospital. Thanks 
are extended to citizens geni'rally for dona 
tions, the press for notices, the clergy for 
ministrations, the officers and men; of 
H. M. Navy for the proceeds of a drama- 
tic entertainment, to honorary consulting 
physicians and to tho A''ancoiiver Coal Co. 
and Dunsinuir, Diggle & Co. for coal, itc. 
Tho number of pauper patients, incurable, 
is largo, and a place for their reception is 
suggested. In conclusion the report says 
the officers of the institution have fulfill-' 
ed their respective duties with zoid and 
efticiency. The report of the Visiting 
Surgeon (Jno. C. Davie, ISI. D.,) shows 
that: 

"On the 1st of January, 1878, twenty- 
one (21) patients were in the Hospital; 
during the ensuing twelve months, one 
hundred and four (104) were admitted as 
in-patients ; about a hundred and twenty- 
five (125) ca.ses were treated as out-pa- 
tients, making a total of two liundred and 
fifty (250) patients tre.ited at this institu- 
tion during the year. Of this number ten 
died from tho following causes : 
1 from disease of the vertobinv (spine.) 
phthisis (consumption). ' • 
old ago. 

disease of the brain. 
" " prostate. 
" heart, 
accident — crushed by 
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"Ten inmates wore in the Ilfjsiiital dur- 
ing tlie entire twolvo mouths, by so much 
curtailing the capacity of the same. A 
number of applicants were from this 
cause unable to gain admission, Tho 
necessity exists more .urgently than ever 
for a .-ilHome'l of^'Incttra^ and a 
separate ward for 'the treatment of infec- 
tious diseases. The arguments in favor 
of the establishment of tho same are 
potent and have been so continually urg- 
ed that I need not repeat them. 

"Cases of extreme gravity have been sent 
to tho Hospital from all parts of the Prov- 
ince, from which I.think itinmy fairly s 
inferred that tho s<a<i« of the Hospital in 
the estimation of the public is such as is 
to bo desired. 

"In conclusion, I beg to state that the 
steward, Mr. Robinson, and other officers 
have at all times maintained the utmost 
order and cleanliness in the Hospital, and 
have most efiiciently assisted mo in tho 
treatment of the patients." 

The hon. treasurer, IMr. W. C. Ward, 
then read the financial statement for the 
past year, which shows that tho total re- 
ceipts from all sources was 80,950.40, in- 
cluding §4,100.00 Government grant for 
10 months, §042.75 subscriptions and do- 
nations, §1,103.05 balance on hand at tho 
commencement of 1878 and sundry small 
amounts. The total amount of expendi- 
ture for the ye.ar was §5,002 as compared 
with §0,424 for the preceding twelve 
months, thuslshdving a., decrease in! the 
cost of maintenimca of §362, notwith- 
standing the fact that tho number of 
patients treated shows an increase of 30 
during 1878 over 1877. The balance on 
hand is §1,028.28. 

The chairman then alluded to the re- 
ports of the directors and visiting surgeon 
and said that it, appeared to, be, absolutely 
necessary that a fever ward should bo 
erected. Fortunately the bal.anco on hand 
would bo almost sulHoient to build the 
ward, but as the Government showed no 
disposition to assist in its erection an ap- 
peal would have to be made to the public 
for aid, The building would cost prob- 
ably somo §1,250 or §1,500 and with 
furniture would represent an outlay of 
§2,000. 

Mr. Ward thought that the home for 
incurables should not be lost sight of. 

.Mr. A. B. Gray was of opinion that tho 
the legislature should shoulder the ojik.s- 
of supporting the hospital which was Pro- 
vincial rather than local in character. 

The hon. treasurer, in reply to Mr. 
Gr,^y, said no subscription of any moment 
was collected outside of Victoria city. 

Mr. Drake said eight-tenths of the 
patients came from districts outside of 
Victoria. Tho Board of Directoi-s liad 
done all in their power to press upon the 
Government the necessity of assisting the 
institution. They had furnished returns 
and every possible information. 

Mr. Fell moved that Mr. T. Russell be 
requested to audit the accounts and that 
they be siibsequently published. Carried. 

Mr. A. B. Gray, seconded by Mr. Fell, 
moved that inasmuch as the Royal Hospi- 
t.-vl is more a provino.i.il than a local insti- 
tution, and as official returns show that 
.about four-fifth of tho patients therein 
treated coino from outside of Victoria 
city district, the Provincial Government 
should bo requested to take into their 
early and favorable consideration tho 
rocommcndations made by the retiring 
directors and visiting surgeon in the mat- 
ter of building a fever ward and to pro- 
vide a homo for incurables, and that they 
be requested to place on the estimates a 
sum sufticiont for such purposes. Car- 
ried. 

The election of directors was then pro- 
cpoded with, resulting in the re-election 
of members of the 1878 board, viz: 
Messrs. Drake, Ward, H. Short, J. 
Burns, H. L;; JonesiVand T, Shotbolt. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman liav- 
ing been passed the meeting then dis- 
solved,

Regina m. Playfair — ^The prisoner on 
the 27th of Februaiy was convicted before 
the Police Magistrate of Victoria for sup- 
plying intoxicating liquor to Indians, and 
was sentenced to six months' / imprison- 
ment with hard labor and to pay a fine of 
one hundred dollars and in default to suf- 
fer an additional six months' • imprison- 
ment with hard labor. 

Tho iirisoner on the 3d day of March 
gave notice of appeal to the Supreme 
Court and on the same day entered into 
recognizance himself in §350 and two 
sureties of §176 each. Tlio law provided 
that when an appeal is taken from the de- 
cision of a Justice that tho prisoner shall 
be liberated pending the appeal provided 
security has been duly given. 

In this case the jiriaon authorities ro- 
fusied to release the prisoner ponding tho 
appeal, but ordered him out to work with 
the chaingang, and upon Ids refusing to 
go sLd)jectod liim to twontj'-fourhoui's sol- 
itary confinement without food, at length 
compelling the prisoner to go out 
to work with tho chaingang. Tho 
Superintendent assigned as a reason for 
his action that tho recognizance had not 
been taken before tho convicting Justice 
nor with his consent.
